Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, September 26, as follows: 

During the week ended September 24, 1904, bills of health were 
issued to 3 vessels leaving for ports in the United States in good 
sanitary condition. 

The only contagious disease reported during the past week has beeu 
1 case of enteric fever. As yet no effort has been made to improve 
the unsatisfactory sanitary condition of the city. 

The Cuban quarantine service is now building a new wooden frame 
to remove the shore disinfecting plant from its present site. The new 
installment will now be located to the north of the office building, 
having larger capacity, and within a few yards from the water front.
